REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

13. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method of forming a forgery proof 
document comprising providing a polymer film with supporting films, removing the supporting 
films from the polymer film, adhering substrates to the polymer film through a UV curable 
adhesive to form a laminate, applying the laminate to an information carrier, and then welding 
films to enclose the laminate and information carrier and form the forgery proof document.
